For the first time in Austra- 
lia's soccer history, soccer 
would become more import- 
ant than career jobs to our 
players. 

Players would be aware 
that their careers would still 
be safeguarded for them 
while they put the majority of 
their time and effort into soc- 
cer. 

It would put us in line with 
nations such as Hungary, 
which use this restricted form 
of full professionalism for its 
top teams. 

It is the nearest we will 
ever get to full profes- 
sionalism. 

We cannot hope to have 
the full professionalism that 
exists in Britain. 

Neither do we need to. 

Once players are freed 
from the grind of full-time 
jobs, followed sometimes by 
five nights a week training, 
they will be able to put far 
more drive and energy into 
their play than at present. 

The general manager of St 
George BSC Les Bordacs, 
said he felt his club would be 
able to introduce the new 
professionalism five years 
from now. 

If need be, St George and 
Sydney City could probably 
bring it in within a couple of 
years. 

Sydney City has its two 
sponsors, City Ford and Pre- 
sto, to employ players, plus

the giant Westfield organisa- 
tion which is owned in part- 
nership by club president, 
Frank Lowey. Of course, 
there is also the big social 
club. : 

St George has the wide- 
spread Pongrass Industries in 
which to place players.

He has shown what can be done with determination and 
with expertise. 

But what is happening in soccer? 

Clubs are showing great progress in areas of promotion and 
the improvement of spectator facilities, but their effort is not 
necessarily being inspired from the top. 

St. George, for examle, set its goals some years ago when 
president Alex Pongrass started talking of brilliant new 
ground facilities. They laughed at him then but today the Saints 
have a million-dollar stadium at the new St. George ground at 
Barton Park, proving that Pongrass was welt ahead of his time. 

South Melboume, under its president Sam Papasavas, has 
also shown great progress in social club and ground deviop- 
ment (a new Press box has just been opened at Middle Park). It 
took a man like Papasavas to inspire such progress, yet these 
things could have been done better many years ago, when 
prices were lower and atiendances higher. 

Adelaide City has a modern club building and ground, 
Canberra has the use of the incomparable Bruce Stadium, West 
Adelaide has bought land on which to develop facilities, and 
Newcastle has worked miracles in the short time since its for- 
mation. 

All this progress has been initiated by sound administration. 
St. George has various committees steering the club in its activ- 
ities, Sydney City has Johnny Warren as full-time promotions 
manager. 

Isn't it time the League itself followed Suit? We are after ail, 
the No. 1 football code in this country, and it is inconceivable 
that a league management committee that includes men like 
Papasavas and Charlie Caruso cannot get soccer back onto 
television and keep it there. 

How ? Money is the answer. When the first rumblings 


‘of discontent started emanating from the 0-10 network, 


the league should have found big advertisers willing to 
support the “Philips Top Soccer’’ show and thus placate 
the network. 

We have been told so often by the men at the top of soccer 
about the great commercial backing that our sport can attract, 
so why wasn't this potential tapped when it needed to be?

Obviously the network pulled out of soccer because it be- 
lieved it wasn't making enough money. Knowing that television 
is vital to soccer's future as a big-time sport, our leaders should 
have acted without hesitation. As it stands now, the sport has 
lost its major vehicle for promotion and every club has fost its 

“bargaining power with potential sponsors. 

The VFL in Victoria and Rugby League in NSW is perfectly 
organised in regards to television. They dominate the video 
waves and are thus able to brainwash the masses about the 
merits of their particular product. 

Soccer must do likewise- 

First, we need a compiete staff of promotional people, 
employed by the Philips League, if not the ASF. 

These people would work in marketing, promotional, advert- 
ising and sponsorship areas and they would be responsible pro- 
fessionals. We cannot go on using amateurs. 

With a staff like that, soccer would have the ability to attract 
much bigger money than we are attracting now, and we would 
have something to lure television back to the sport. 

Without finance and without financiers, we don’t have a leg 
to stand on. 

Look at the North American Soccer League. Most of 
its member clubs employ up to 20 full-time people on 
their staff ta market and promote the game. 

The PSL doesn't even have one full-time promotions man, so 
how can we 2xpect to increase our ability to attract cash? 

The pror.otion and marketing push should have started back 
in 1974, to capitalise upon Australia’s qualification for the 
Worid Cup finals. 

However, better late than never. 

If anyone remains in any doubt, or if they need advice about 
how to go about it, they should ask Alex Pongrass. He's 
proved that he can do it.

Heidelberg United's

In fact, with a bit of 
tongue-in-cheek Scot- 
tish humor, he’s making 
jokes about himself. 
Taylor's been a per- 
manent fixture in the 
Heidelberg side since 
coming to this country, 
but off the field he 
hasn't been as success- 
ful at holding his place. 


Taylor's had no less than five 
different jobs (well, five that he 
can remember) in about 25 
months, which is a great source of 
amusement to him. 

“Once | left work in the after- 
noon to go to the Hilton Hotel” 
said Ken “Bobby Lennox of 
Celtic was in town with Bobby 
Chariton’s All-stars. and | was 
going to see him. We're old 
friends, but he wasnt at the 
Hilton when I arrived. | rolled up 
at work the next day and was told 
| was sacked.” 

That story stil gives Ken a 
laugh. 

“Another time { took a job with 
an alarms company,” he said. | 
didn't know much about alarms, 
so they had me crawling under 
houses and schools dragging 
wires. It was murder and my back 
never stoppeed aching.” 

Taylor's job experiences include 
working in a menswear store, an 
engineering factory, a shoe fac- 
tory, an alarms factory and at 
present, in a despatch department 
in Port Melbourne 

Taylor may take a light-hearted 
approach to his employment but 
when it comes to soccer, the 
smile disappears and the tone is 
serious, 

“It's a dog-eat-dog situ- 
ation for players,’’ ho sald. *’! 
look after myself, and make 
sure | hold my place. If some- 
one else is dropped, sven if 
he's one of my mates, it can’t 
worry me, Everyone wants a 
place in the team, but some 
have to miss out.’’ 

Kenny's thoughts are partic- 
ularly relevant now that Heidel- 
berg has five players battling for 
three places in midfield. They are: 
Jimmy Rooney, Pat Bannon, 
Jim Campbell, Theo Selemidis 
and Taylor. 

Taylor was born on March 17. 
1956, 

He left schoo! at 15 and joined 
Ipswich Town (England) as an ap- 
prentice in 1972 after being spot- 
ted in a youth selection game. 

Signing for an English First 
Division club is the dream of so 
many schoolboys in Britain. The 
Starry-eyed Taylor ventured south 
with George Burley, who had 
been signed by !pswich from the 
same youth selection game 

Burley is now. established in the 
Ipswich first team as a full back. 
He played in the 1978 FA Cup 
fina! against Arsenal. 

“Being with Ipswich was a 
great experience,” said Taylor 
Bebby Robson (manager) and 
Cyril Lea (head coach) had a big 
influence on me.” 

Taylor spent three years at Por- 
tman Road, during which time he 
was part of an Ipswich Town FA 
Youth Cup-winning team. 

Taylor remembers the final 
well 

‘We played Bristol City in the 
final,” he said, “which was a two- 
legged affair. 

“The first game was at Por- 
tman Road and there was a crowd 
of about 15,000. Ipswich turned 
lt on, and we won 3-0.” 

The second leg was at Bristol's 
Ashton Gate ground. An early 
goal by Ipswich silenced the +0,- 
000 crowd, which was hoping fnr 
® comeback by the home team. 

Ipswich cruised through the 
game but an 89th minute goal 

from Bristol was to prove costly. 

“The game was never in doubt 
after we scored the early goal,” 
said Ken, “but because Bristol 
equalised we missed out on our 
win bonus,” 

Ipswich took off the Cup on a 
4-1 aggregate score. 

The Youth Cup triumph came 
during Taylors second year with 
Ipswich. Unfortunately for him, 
the success brought an undesired 
result. 

“Ipswich was just starting its 
youth policy,” he said, “and they 
signed seven of the team as pro- 
fessionals. There just wasn't 
enough room for so many young 
players, and | was given a free 
transfer at the end of the next 
season.” 

However, Taylor bears no 
grudge against Ipswich. 

“| had a great time with the 
club,” he said, “and still know 
quite a few of the lads. | was 
going to drop in and see Kevin 
Beattie, Mick Mills and George 
when | was in Britain at Christmas 
but | didn’t have time.” 

Taylor's move to join the Eng- 
lish club as an apprentice has had 
long-term affects. Being a soccer- 
mad youngster, Taylor never 
thought of getting a trade after 
leaving school

After leaving Ipswich, Taylor 
was picked up by Scunthorpe of 
the Fourth Division.

THE ultimate punishment for 
lovers of fast, attacking soccer 
would be to be transported back in 
time to early 1920 England, and 
forced to sit through a match in 
which Billy McCracken was playing. 


McCracken, who died here last month 
aged 95, was the acknowledged master of 
the offside trap. 

So mischievously and skilfully did he 
exploit the ruse, that he will go down in 
history as the man who forced the au- 
thorities to change the law. 

Operating in almost telepathic partnership 
with Frank Hudspeth, his fellow full-back 
at Newcastle, McCracken was able to reduce 
many a match to little more than a tedious 
succession of whistle stops. 

They say that visiting teams getting off the 
train at Newcastle Central Station on match 
Saturdays would hear the guard's whistle 
and to a man, chorus: “bloody” ell, offside 
already!” 

In those days a player was offside unless 
there were atleast three opponents between 
himself and the goal-line when the ball was 
fast played. 

With the centre half usually well forward 
in his old attacking role, the three defenders 
involved tended to be the goalkeeper and the 
two full-backs. 

Thus it needed only one of the backs to 
move up in the instant before a pass was 
made, to catch the opposition offside. 

McCracken and Hudspeth were not the in- 
ventors of the tactic. A Notts county pair, 
Morely and Montgomery, cottoned on to the 
idea just before the First World War. 

But they were its finest exponents, 
the men who perfected the loophdle. 

Everyone wanted to see McCracken and 
his perverse plan in action, tn the 1911 FA 
cup final against Bradford city, which was 
replayed at Manchester's Old Trafford 
ground, a Manchester factory circulated a 
notice to its employees on the Monday 
morning. 

“All requests for leave of absence on 
account of toothaches, severe colds and 
minor ailments, funerals, picnics, church 
socials, and the like, must be handed to 
the head of Department before 10 am on 
the morning of Wednesday's match.’ 

But McCracken’s fame did not exactly 
make him a universal favourite. The negative 
influence was stifling the game. 

By the end of the 1924-25 season, goals 
and gates were in decline. Something had to 
be done.

that only two instead of three players were 
needed to put an attacker onside. The rule 
remains today. 

The immediate effect was to release the 
floodgates for a deluge of goals.

Huddersfield won its third successive league 
title with goal figures of 92 for and 60 
against, compared with 69-28 the previous 
season. 

Manchester City scored almost as many 
(89) but was relegated. Sunderland con- 
ceded a massive 80 goals but still managed 
to finish third. 

When he died on January 20, Billy McCra- 
cken was 95, four years older than the foot- 
ball league and only 11 years junior to the 
Football Association (FA). 

“It is hard to think of anyone else who can 
have played so major a part in the affairs of 
both bodies without actually sharing their 
deliberations,” commented David Lacey of 
the “Guardian” newspaper. 


McCracken won two Championship 
medals and appeared in three Cup finals for 
Newcastle in his 21-year-career, and was 


. Capped 15 times for Ireland. It could have 


been many more, but for a conversation he 
had once on a steamer taking him from Liv- 
erpoo! across to Jreland. 


He was travelling to an Ireland v England 
fixture with a Newcastle colleague, who was 
playing for England, when he learned that 
the English FA paid five shillings more in ex- 
penses. On arrival in the Ireland dressing 
room Billy refused to change until the Irish 


money was made up. The selectors “bla- = 


cked™ him for years. 

McCracken worked for many years as a 
talent scout. He was still doing the job for 
Second Division Millwall up until a few years 
ago. 

lt was as a scout that he reckoned he 
made his best achievement for soccer. Fif- 
teen years ago he tipped off Watford that a 
teenage goalkeeper from Newry named Pat 
Jennings was playing in a youth tourna- 
ment at Bognor Regis, on England’s south 
coast. 

Jennings, now the Arsenal and Northern 
Ireland's keeper, is rated one of the best in 
the world. 

A yellowing copy of the Manchester 
Guardian shows how Billy McCracken was 
seen by his contemporaries. “Crowds flocked 
to watch him, composed mainly of angry and 
prejudiced men, and few there were who 
had the patience to acknowledge the beauty 
of McCracken’s techniques in the abstract. 

“All they saw was a player whose pheno- 
menal mastery over a defensive mood could 
repeatedly arrest and disrupt a game.”

WHY FOREST 
PAID 1m.

The announcement of England striker 
Trevor Francis’ transfer from Birmingham 
City to Nottingham Forest has many 
people wondering how a club could afford 
to splash out 1 million pounds for a single 
Soccer player. 


Francis is not the only player to have been involved in the 
multi million pound English transfermerry-go-round. 

Although soccer in England draws a natiénal following, 
many of the 92 League clubs claim they are on the breadli- 
ne, yet the big money continues to change hands. 

There is a simple explanation. The high scale of transfer 
fees is set by the more prosperous clubs, who literally have 
money to burn. 

Any profit they make is liable to 52 per cent cor- 
poration tax. 

So any club making a profit in a season of 500,000 
pounds pays just over half to the British Government. 

But — and here's the secret — if clubs spend 1 million 
pounds, and show a loss they don’t pay any tax and can 
reclaim tax paid the previous year. 

For example, League title aspirants West Bromwich 
Albion would have had to pay 230,000 pounds this year 
had they not bought David Mills from Middlesborough for 
516,000 pounds. i 

Manchester United had a loss of 270,000 pounds in 
their last financial year, which is not as bed as K 
seems. 

Because they outlayed 850,000 pounds for Gordon 
McQueen and Joe Jordon from Leeds, they can now 
recoup the 290,000 pounds tax paid in the previous year. 

Arsenal is one of the few clubs which does run at a yearly 
profit and could have afforded Francis. 

Yet Arsenal, who paid 333,000 pounds for Malcom Mac- 
donald, is one of many clubs who feel no player is worth 
what Francis cost Forest. 

Arsenal claim, when they bought Macdonald, his 
drawing power added 10,000 paying customers to 
every home game; which over the season realised 
250,000 pounds. 

Transfer fees and reclamation of taxes means the money 
Stays in football. 

Money spent on ground improvements is not tax deduc- 
tible — another reason why clubs prefer to spend their cash 
on new players. 

A 500,000 pounds bank loan at 15 per cent means a “ 
yearly interest bill of 75,000 pounds, 

Chelsea are now living with that situation after 
their extensive development of Stamford Bridge.

One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of playing the pools concems 
the unknown number of score 
draws. Evon if we could cover every 
combination of sight from 55, we 
still wouldn't be certain of getting 
eight score draws in our entries be— 

cause there are weeks when fewer 
than cight games result as score 
draws. 

Incidentally, the number of combinations 
- possible of eights from 55 is 1,217,566,350. 

As with most forms of gambling its the un- 
certainty that arouses the interest and creates 
the excitement. - 

The difference from week to week in the 
number of matches drawn has a great bearing 
on the size of the dividends. Perhaps this will 
serve 10 answer 3 common question asked 
about the pools.

It can only be put 
down to bad coaching or no 
coaching at all.
